The consuming public eats about 
the same amount if bread prices 
come down or go up. 

Surplus wheat must be sold on 
the world market or converted 
to feed. The support prices 
would prevail for the better 
grade wheat which goes into 
human food stuff. As it now is 
we support poor wheat along 
with the good.

World Is Growing 
Smaller Each Day 


On Dec. 17, 1903, the Wright brothers 
got their aircraft into the air for a few 
seconds of sustained flight—the world’s 
first. 

On Oct. 16, 1955, one of Boeing’s pro- 
totypes of a jet transport, expected to be 
in general service by 1958, flew from 
Seattle to Washington, D.C. in 3 hours 
and 58 minutes. The crew had refresh- 
ments, checked their craft well and flew 
back to Seattle in 4 hours and 8 minutes. 
Average speed for the round trip was 581 
miles an hour. 


In spanning the continenf twice in 8 
hours and 6 minutes the pilot’s report 
was “uneventful.” 


This flight followed hard on the heels 
of an announcement by Pan-American 
Airways that it had placed an order for 
45 100-passenger jet transports at a cost 
of $269,000,000—the largest, fastest, most 
expensive craft ever devised for commer- 
cial use. Douglas and Boeing companies 
will supply them. 

Lindbergh’s flight, in 1927, ushered in 
transocean flying. He required almost 40 
hours to cross the Atlantic in his little- 
tested, single-engine monoplane. Pan- 
American today can schedule the jet pas- 
senger flights as being 6 hours and 35 
minutes from New York to Paris, and 
San Francisco only 12 hours and 45 min- 
utes from Tokyo. 


Behind this commercial announcement 
are many years of planning, designing, 
manufacturing and testing for the Air 
Force. Both Boeing and Douglas learned 
first by building huge bombers. It is an- 
nounced the Pan-Am jets will be in re- 
serve, in the event of emergency, as troop 
transports. 


It is estimated that in one week the 
transports could carry 32,000 troops, or 
9,500,000 pounds of cargo to Europe. Peace- 
time estimates are for ferrying 50,000 
passengers per year—round trip.

The Shifting Sand Case 
Raises Mtiny Eyebrows

‘partment, and several documents relat- 
ing to the sale. The signature of Walter A. 
Blasingame, chairman of the highway 
board, is on one document twice; once as 
owner of the land from which the sand 
was taken and again as chairman of the 
agency which purchased it. 

Another document relating to the 
same sale has Blasingame’s signature as 
the landowner only. Both these docu- 
ments are dated February 11, 1955. 

In the meantime, in a corrective move, 
the state has issued a new contract, a sort 
of ex post facto ane, dated October 14, 
1955, between the Highway Department 
and the Colquitt Sand Co. Records show 
that the company was chartered last Ma 
6. The state also has taken some pains to 
show that the sandy land in question be- 
longeu to Mrs. W. H. Barber on December 
11, 1954, on which date it was purchased 
by T. E. Rich Jr., who has been president 
of the Colquitt Sand Co. since its incor- 
poration. 

The sand was paid for by two checks, 
one dated March 22, 1955 and the other 
May 5, 1955. 

In the meanwhile Mr. Blasingame has 
announced that he is fully aware of the 
law prohibiting business transactions be- 
tween highway beard members and the 
department. He said he might have signed 
the contract in the wrong place. As well 
he might. 

State Auditor B. E. Thrasher Jr. now 
has the documents in question. His staff 
is making a check of the Highway Depart- 
ment books. Nobody envies them the job 
of straightening out this bewildering suc- 
cession of contracts, titles, checks and 
dates. 

The whole affair could be just a series 
of errors, as some seem to think. Even so, 
this is not the kind of thing that inspires 
confidence in the minds of the taxpayer.

The Southern Governors 


Are Far From ‘Solid’ 


Southern governors, holding their 21st 
annual conference at Point Clear, Ala., 
are demonstrating that the Solid South 
no longer exists as a political entity. 


Represented among the governors, all 
of whom are expressing opinions freely, 
are schools of thought ranging from the 
Truman type of old-line Democrat to 
the Dixiecrat fringe. These opinions re- 
flect in large measure the changing eco- 
nomic and social climates of the various 
states. 


They represent, too, a resurgent po- 
litical vigor of a section that was never 
solid except in its voting habits. The same 
differences of opinion on issues always 
have existed, with a clearcut line between 
liberals and conservatives. 


This political schizophrenia resulted 
more often than not in the South’s being 
ignored by both parties in national cam- 
paigns and national policies. Although 
the schizophrenia still exists, the GOP has 
been making gains that indicate develop- 
ment of a healthy two-party system in 
time. 


While the governors are talking of 
mutual problems — agriculture, mental 
health, highways, schools, expanding in- 
dustry and water resources—they also are 
serving notice on both parties that the 
South is an integral part of the nation. 
There are fertile political fields down 
here and they can stand some cultivation.

More Troubles Ahead 
For the Cotton Industry 


The troubles of the cotton farmer are 
far from being over. In fact, it appears 
that the time is near when he will be 
called upon to Supply only the domestic 
markets as the steady decline in exports 
continues. 

The latest Department of Agriculture 
forecast of this year’s crop is 13,928,000 
bales. This added to the 11,100,000 bales 
already on hand from _ previous years 
means a total supply on hand of about 
25,000,000 bales. 

During the last year total consumption 
amounted to 12,100,000 bales, of which 
3,500,000 were exported. If this year’s 
consumption equals that figure, there will 
be a carryover of almost 2,000,000 bales 
to add to the present supply. 

Unless the government should begin 
outright dumping of cotton on the world 
market at prices lower ‘than our own do- 
mestic market, exports are expected to 
continue to decline. 


Foreign producers are increasing their 
output by more than 1,000,000 bales this 
year. Countries like Egypt and Pakistan 
can undersell the American product 
which is protected by price supports. Cot- 
ton production is increasing in South 
America, Africa and Asia. 

Meantime, textile manufacturers are 
concerned over imports of cotton cloth and 
are asking for quotas. They point out that 
imports of such cloth will hurt domestic 
consumption. They oppose dumping of 
American cotton because it might be re- 
turned as manufactured cloth in compe- 
tition with their own product. 


The situation points to a steady decline 
in the export market for American cotton 
and increasing competition for American 
textiles abroad. If the present trend con- 
tinues, both the producers of raw cotton 
and the: American textile. manufacturer 
may find themselves confined to the do- 
mestic market. There will be’a steady re- 


duction in acreage to meet the domestic 
demand. 


In such an event, a lot of people now 
employed in. producing and manufactur- 
ing for the export market will have to 
find new jobs.

Atlanta — Another old country 
boy wishes to endorse and add 
other criticisms to those of the 
Wrightsville country boy, who criti- 
cized the county unit law. This 
law is based on two false assump- 
tions: Every big city of the United 
States has a corrupt political or- 
ganization similar to Tammany;

efits one injures the other. 


To get such an unjust law en- 
acted, the politicians made the 
farmers and their friends believe 
these two lies.

Every Man’s Life 
Affects All Others 


‘‘Am I my brother’s keeper?” (Genesis 4:9). 
I would like to consider two common expres- 
sions which are a part of our daily conversation. 


I have heard both of them within the past day or two, and I expect 
each reader has heard or used these sentiments many times. 
The first is, ‘‘Give him rope enough and he’ll hang himself.” 


I suppose these words are 
usually used when we observe a 
man, who, rejecting the advice of 
others, plunges ahead without 
realizing the folly of his actions. 
In the end ~e will have a rude 
awakening or, as the words sug- 
gest, a tragic end. 

The second expression is, 
‘‘What he does with his life is 
none of my business.” We use 
these words when we notice with 
concern the way a man is be- 
having and when we also know 
that what he is doing is going to 
bring him trouble. 

I wish both of these sentiments 
could be purged from our con- 
versation, for both seem to rep- 
resent callous indifference to the 
welfare of the other man. If an- 
other person is behaving stupidly 
or unreasonably, we surely ought 
to help him. Long ago Cain ex- 
pressed the thought of these com- 
mon phrases when he replied to 
the Lord’s searching question by 
simply saying, ‘‘Am I my broth- 
er’s keeper?” 

There is a more constructive 
approach to another man’s 
strange actions than that found 
in the words, ‘“‘Give him rope 
enough.” The better approach is 
to say, “Give him a helping 
hand’ or “Give him sympathy 
and understanding” or “Give him 
the encouragement to do better.’’ 
I don’t want another man to find 
the end of a rope but, rather, to 
find himself.

into the jury system, has obscured some factors that should be pointed 
out in the cause of understanding and simple justice. 


This is entirely aside from the 
wisdom of the research procedure, 
about which. opinion is sharply di- 
vided, with sincere and intelligent 
folks on both sides. It got approval, 
on one hand, by three Federal 
Circuit Court of Appeals judges, 
as well as the federal district judge 
in whose court it was carried out, 
and by numerous distinguished 
lawyers all over the country. It 
was criticized by Atty. Gen. Brow- 
nell and also by Sens. Eastland 
(D-Miss) and Jenner (R-Ind) who 
directed the jury recording investi- 
gation by the Senate Internal Se- 
curity Committee and now are 
crying for impeachment of federal 
judges involved. 

One basic factor recognized here, 
but perhaps not clear to the pub- 
lic at large, is that this episode 
was exploited as part of the defi- 
nite campaign to discredit the Ford 
Foundation—along with others— 
which provided funds for the jury 
system study. It is recognized also 
that this was an indirect attack on 
another pet target of the Eastland- 
Jenner duo, the Fund for the Re- 
public, which is financed by the 
Ford Foundation. The Fund for the 
Republic director, Robert M. 
Hutchins, formerly was president 
of the University of Chicago. There 
you have a motive that cannot be 
overlooked in trying to understand 
what is going on here, 


Then there are the facts which 
have come out piecemeal and 
which may be summarized briefly, 
They show that as _ originally 
planned by Edward H. Levi, dean 
of the University of Chicago Law 
School, the research was to be by 
the interview method. But Paul 
Kitch, a Wichita lawyer, who de- 
scribed himself before the Senate 
committee as ‘‘a Landon Republi- 
can,’’ argued with Mr. Levi and 
overcame the latter’s reluctance 
to a jury recording which, . the 
Wichita lawyer contended, was the 
best way to get at the facts need- 
ed. He said he could find judges 
who would approve and permit 
such an experiment. Mr. Kitch, 
who heads the 10th Circuit Jury 
Study Committee, got interested in 
a jury system study because of a 
series of newspaper articles hold- 
ing that clever lawyers could trick 
and hoodwink juries. He and other 
lawyers wanted to combat that 
idea and show that the jury sys- 
tem is good and were happy to 
find that the University of Chi- 
cago was planning a research job. .

He wrote over 2,000 letters to coaches, players, alumni, 
close friends and even enemies of his 28 greatest coaches. He 
wrote late at night and early in the morning. Several times I 
found him at his typewriter at 10 a.m. grinding out the letters. 

Ten a.m, is awfully eafly for a morning newspaperman. 

He spent three months in the dusty manuscripts of the Emory 
University library, coming out only for food and to do his daily 
newspaper work. 

An irritation actually was the beginning of the book. Pope 
became irritated when he found no composite record book, 
as in baseball, on football coaches. ‘“‘I couldn’t figure out why 
it hadn’t been done before. I was amazed that somebody hadn’t 
turned out such a book.” 

So he went to work at it. He was alternately hot and cold on 
it. One day he was off and breezing, the next he was ready to 
throw the whole works in the nearest wastebasket. But he stayed 
with it until he had done 334 pages of the toughest writing a man 
can do. It couldn’t come strictly from the mind, It had to be 
embellished with facts that thousands of people would check and 
double-check him on. 


—‘After All, I’m Just the Coach’ 


In the end, Pope has turned out a production that all will be 
using from now to forever. The lazier ones of us are delighted that 
he should have been so industriots. It)ll make us look ever so 
smart when we quote from it. 

Pope has done all football coaches a decided service. There 
is a widespread inclination te consider them something other 
than human. In “Greatest Coaches’’ they live and breathe 
and emote, they have warmth and depth and intelligence. 
They are thus because the writing has the same character- 
istics. 

I believe I am most captivated by the chapter on Gloomy Gil 
Dobie, a sort of a mystic character to me. Dobie ran up a string 
of 11 straight perfect seasons at North Dakota and Washington, 
end added some more at Cornell. But nobody ever got close enough 
to this strange man ‘to bring him back alive for the public. He 
was a sour egotist whose players were literally scared to death of 
him. 

Of all the stories told of Dobie, I'll remember most one from 
Cornell. After 54-0 defeat by Princeton in 1935 he attempted to get 
the squad to sign a public statement absolving him of the blame, 

“After all,” he said, ‘‘I’m just the coach.’’ 

In his correspondence with bombastic, flightly and free-talking 
Jim Tatum, Pope received a lengthy letter from Sunny Jim with 
this note scribbled. at the bottom: 

“I’m sorry I’m not a more colorful character, Ed.”’ 

“If he had been any. more colorful,” said Somerset P. 
Pope, ‘“‘we’d have had to print his chapter in red ink.’’ 

They're all there. from Alexander to Zuppke, from Yost and 
Rockne to Dodd and Butts. I’m just sorry that I didn’t write it, but 
it’s obvious that it could only have been done by a guy with the 
pen and patience of a Pope.

Baby’s Growing Skull | 
Affected by Pressures 


bal customs by molding the 
heads of their infants into 
bizarre shapes. The Fiji Is- | 


landers, for example, contrive 
means of shaping a broad well- 
rounded occiput because it is 
a sign of great beauty. 

In our country the heads of 
many babies are unintentionally 
misshapen through fear and ig- 
norance. 

The skull of the newborn 
babe is made up of many fast 
growing, small, flat bones 
joinei loosely at the suture 
line. ‘The soft spot, or fon- 
tanel, is an area on the top of 
the head where the sutures are 
not united completely. 


This framework is sturdy but | 


flexible and grows about one 
inch in circumference a month. 

Since the skull grows rap- 
idly it is vulnerable to persist- 
ent pressure in any one place. 
This explains why the head be- 
comes flat when the tyke lies 
in the ‘same position most of 
the time. 

Why does mother let this 
happen? In many instances 
she is afraid the little one will 
smother if allowed to sleep 
on his tummy. 

When a normal newborn lies 
prone on a firm mattress he 
can and will raise the head and 
turn it from. side to side, 
Breathing will not be hampered 
in this position. 

Fear usually stems from re- 
ports of sudden death from ac- 
cidental suffocation but most 
authorities agree that other 
causes are responsible for fa- 
ialities of ‘this type. 

In the majority of instances 
obstruction in the windpipe by 
a plug of mucus fhat the child 
could not expel is to blame. 

What. position do babies fa- 
vor when allowed their own 
selection? Most newcomers will 
assume the uterine position— 
that is, rolled into a ball with 
knees drawn up. 

This is accomplished most 
easily when the infant is on 
his abdomen. Furthermore the 
back and neck muscles are 
Strong enough to raise and turn 
the head to vary pressure 
points.

“T could do more,’’ said Miss Jane Van de Vrede, who will 
celebrate her 76th birthday in a few months, “except for this 
arthritis in my knee.”’ 

And then lest somebody think she was offering an alibi for 
getting out of doing something this indomitable little woman 
added lightly: 

“It really isn’t too bad, though. I’m just glad it isn’t in my 
head!’’ 


That’s probably as close as Jane Van de Vrede has ever 
come in 40 years of community service to mentioning a personal 
situation which might excuse her from all-out effort. She is by 
now, after 40 years of devoted, selfless work with the Red Cross, 
Queen 6f the Volunteers. 


And she will be honored as such Wednesday night, along with 
about 75 other Atlantans, when the Red Cross stages a dinner 
party for volunteers at the Dinkler Plaza. Two of these approach 
Miss Van de Vrede’s record with 35 years’ service each. They 
are Mrs. Estelle Martin and Mrs. H. E. Pfafford, teachers who 
have organized Junior Red Cross chapters and served as spon- 
sors and advisory committee members all that time. 

Five have 20 years of service. They are Mrs. E. D. Brewer, 
Mrs. William R. Alston, Mrs. Seymour Soule and George W. 
Hardin and Fred Lanoue. 


Miss Van de Vrede took up Red Cross work in 1911 when 
she was serving as an assistant bacteriologist in the health 
department in Savannah. She was a graduate of a nursing school 
in Milwaukee and had done private duty nursing and a year’s 
post-graduate work. 


Then the Red Cross was reorganized and began a nurse re- 
cruitment program for the Army. Miss Van de Vrede joined up 
and under the leadership of the famed Jane Delano she helped 
to organize and direct the vast nurse recruitment and training 
program of World War I. 

Being a ‘Rose of No-Man’s-Land’’ was the thing about Red 
Cross nursing that appealed to young nurses in those days. 
They wanted to get overseas where the work was undeniably 
hard but had its glamour. 

The home front held Miss Van de Vrede. 

“I wanted to go so bad I nearly swiveled myself to death in 
in that swivel chair,’’ she chuckled. But typhoid and then in- 
fluenza waged war against the folks at home and Miss Van de 
Vrede had her job. She did administrative work in the day time 
and conducted the first home nursing courses held in Georgia 
at night. 


“Nurses were needed so badly,” she said, “they’d take any 
woman who had two feet and two hands who would volunteer.” 

Miss Van de Vrede made it her personal, volunteer job to 
see that those other volunteers had the very best training pos- 
sible. 


Two world wars have come and gone. She has held many 
high posts in her profession and continued to hold her daily job 
until her retirement a few years ago. But Miss Van de Vrede’s 
volunteer work has never flagged. The day I talked to her she 
was getting ready to go down to Red Cross headquarters. 

“I can give two days a week,” she said. “It isn’t much... 
and the work has meant so much to me!” 

All of us would do well to join the Red Cross in honoring 
Miss Van de Vrede and others like her. Volunteers .,. .
